Review of Growth 


Ap Catalogue of the Inaugural 
Exhibition in February last, con- 
tained a full account of the founding 
and growth of the Art Gallery, but a 
brief résumé may ke of interest in this, 
the first number of the BuULLETIN— 


1900—On March 15th, a meeting 
was convened to discuss the founda- 
tion of an Art Gallery and Museum 
for the City of Toronto. This was 
decided upon, and on the 4th July 
the Art Museum of Toronto was 
duly incorporated; and Byron E. 
Walker, afterwards Sir Edmund Walker, 
C.V.O., was elected the first President, 
which position he ably occupied until 
his death in 1924. 


1906—The First Loan Exhibition 
under the auspices of the Art Museum 
of Toronto in conjunction with the 
Ontario Society of Artists, was held 
in April and May, in the Galleries 
Of thes OS Aas King eotesWsasethe 
Museum had not a permanent abode 
of its own. 


Shortly after, this need was un- 
expectedly filled, when the Trustees 
were notified by Professor and Mrs. 
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Goldwin Smith that it was their desire 
and intention to leave their home, 
known as the Grange, with its beauti- 
ful grounds, to the Museum. This 
gift, by the special desire of Professor 
and Mrs. Goldwin Smith, was not 


to be made public until after their 
death. 


1909—After the death of Mrs. 
Smith, which occurred on the 7th 
September, the announcement of this 


gift was made public by Professor 
Goldwin Smith. 


A second Loan Exhibition was held 
during this year, in the Galleries of 
the Toronto Public Library, which 
by an arrangement with the Library 
Board, we were kindly allowed to 
use. 


1910—Professor Goldwin Smith died 
on the 7th June, and in 


1911—the property passed into the 
possession of the Museum. The 
Council decided that the historic 
house should be kept intact as a 
memorial of the donors, and that the 
Gallery should be erected to the north 
of the house, so that the facade of 
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the new buildings, when completed, 
would face Dundas Street. An agree- 
ment was entered into with the City 
of Toronto, whereby the city pur- 
chased the property on Dundas St., 
and granted the Art Gallery the right 
to build on it in perpetuity. The City 
were allowed to use the unused area 
belonging to the Gallery as Park 
grounds, about six acres of which were 
covered by the original deed from 
Professor and Mrs. Smith. 


1913—The Grange House was form- 
ally opened in June to the public, 
by His Worship the Mayor, and 
numerous small exhibits of water 
colours, etchings, drawings, etc., were 
held in the upstairs room. 


1916—The Council of the Art 
Museum decided that a small portion 
of the Gallery should be commenced 
from the designs prepared by Frank 
artist hl Dire tor ea large and 
comprehensive building. 


1918—The first wing consisted of 
three rooms, and the formal opening 
took place in March, with a combined 
Exhibition of the Royal Canadian 
Academy and the Ontario Society of 
Artists. 
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1919—Name changed from The Art 
Museum of Toronto to The Art Gal- 
lery of Toronto. (Cap. 129— 1919, 
Ont. Legislature). 

1924—Sir Edmund Walker, the 
first President, died; and Mr. R. Y. 
Eaton was elected to succeed him. 


A campaign for funds with which 
to erect further extensions, was under- 
taken, and under the able leadership 
of Messrs. George A. Morrow and 
Frank P. Wood, and the generous 
support they received from the citizens 
of Toronto, the sum of $225,000 was 
subscribed, the City of Toronto 
contributing $50,000 in addition. 


1926—On January 29th, the in- 
auguration of the present building 
took place, with a notable collection 
of paintings, drawings and etchings 
by old and modern masters, lent by 
the following :—

GRANGE HOUSE 
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Inaugural Exhibition 


‘FTXORONTO’'S marvellous art 
awakening, as it was termed by 
Mr. Homer Saint Gaudens of Pittsburg, 
came with the Inaugural Exhibition 
and opening of the New Gallery, com- 
mencing on January 29, and lasting for 
four weeks. During that time the 
Gallery was daily thronged with visi- 
tors, the attendance reaching 17,000 in 
one day, with a total of 138,900. The 
doors had to be closed at times to 
prevent overcrowding. Never before in 
Canada had art so attracted and dom 
nated a community. 


For the opening there was an im- 
pressive, dignified and beautiful cere- 
monial. Four thousand persons 
crowded into the building to inspect 
the great loan-collection of pictures, to 
hear the Mendelssohn Choir, and to 
catch, if possible, the words of the 
speakers in the Sir Edmund Walker 
Memorial Court. It was a scene of 
rare impressiveness as art lovers jostled 
each other under the majestic arches of 
the Court, or strove to study for the 
first time the canvas of an artist famous 
for five centuries. 


On a dais, backed by Mr. E. 
Wyly Grier’s portrait of Sir Edmund 
Walker, who had done so much for 
the Art Gallery, the speakers told of 
the growth of the institution. His 
Honour, Lieutenant-Governor Cock- 
shutt, who formally declared the build- 
ing open, was accompanied by Lord 
Willingdon, then a visitor to Toronto, 
who a few months later was appointed 
Governor-General of Canada. Mr.R.Y. 
Eaton, President of the Art Gallery, 
who presided, said that the new facili- 
ties would enable Toronto to take its 


rightful place as the art centre of 
Canada. Hon. Vincent Massey, Chair- 
man of the Building and Grounds Com- 
mittee, said it has been the aim to 
erect a building that would combine 
beauty and absolute simplicity. The 
sumptuous, the extravagant and the 
luxurious had been studiously avoided. 
Sir Joseph Flavelle spoke for a sister 
art, music, and later the Mendelssohn 
Choir, of which he is President, 
rendered ““Adoramus Te,” °Exultate 
Deo,” and “The Rosy Dawn.” Greet- 
ings of Toronto were presented by His 
Worship Mayor Thomas Foster, of the 
Province of Ontario by Hon. W. H. 
Price, and of the Ontario Society of 
Artists by President Fred S. Haines. 


The Inaugural Exhibition was en- 
tirely worthy of the great interest 
displayed during the four weeks it 
remained open. The paintings, draw- 
ings and prints assembled were repre- 
sentative of the splendid march of these 
arts across the centuries from pre- 
Renaissance days down to the work 
of twentieth century Europe and 
America. There were the “primi- 
tives; then examples of the work of 
the great men whose lives have shone 
like fixed stars in the firmament of art 
and civilization, such as Tintoretto, 
Rembrandt, Bellini, Wan Dyck and 
Franz Hals. The great age of British 
art, with Reynolds, Gainsborough, 
Raeburn, Romney, Lawrence and 
others was well represented. The 
Barbizon school could be studied in 
the work of Corot, Rousseau, Troyon 
and others, while a delightful surprise 
came in the presence, through the 
kindness of its Toronto owner, of

the original sketch of Millet’s “The 
Man with the Hoe.” 


The Impressionists were there, 
Monet, Cezanne, Degas, Matisse and 
others. Great figures in the art of the 
United States were seen in pictures by 
Sargent, Bellows, Gari Melchers and 
others, while from Spain came work by 
Goya, Sorolla and others. Canadian 
painting was seen in a pageant of 
canvases by deceased artists, from 
Kreighoff’s amusing and homely records 
of French-Canadian life, to the virile 
and lonely landscapes of Tom Thomson. 


The Exhibition threw into relief a 
series of generous gifts which have done 
much to set the Gallery on its success- 
ful career. The Sir Edmund Walker 
Memorial Court, which was dedicated 
on the opening night, recognized the 
debt of the Gallery for many services 
during the lifetime of its former 
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President, and that debt was in- 
creased by the announcement of the 
gift by the estate of Sir Edmund of 
a painting by Horatio Walker, 
“Evening, Isle d’Orleans,” and a 
collection of about four hundred 
engravings and etchings. Another 
gift was a collection of paintings, 
mostly by artists of the Barbizon 
school, from Mr.and Mrs. Herbert 
C.Cox. Appreciation was also ex- 
pressed of the gift, as part of the 
building, of the Richard Barry 
Fudger Memorial Gallery and 
Rotunda, by Mr. and Mrs. H. H. 
Fudger. 


ENGAGEMENTS DURING 
INAUGURAL EXHIBITION 


On January 30 the evening was 

set apart for the reception and 

entertainment of all craftsmen and 

their wives who had worked on the 
construction of the Gallery. 


During February special evenings 
were given to the Ontario College of 
Art, Heliconian Club, Boards of Trade, 
Women’s Art Association, Kiwanis 
Club, Arts and Letters.Club, O.5.A. 
and Graphic Art Club, Rotary Club, 
Canadian Clubs, Y. W.C. A., Eaton’s 
Girls’ Club, Toronto Teachers’ Council, 
Empire Club, Bell Telephone Company, 
University Women’s Club, Library 
Association Club, Craftsmen’s Guild, 
Trades and Labour Council, and a 
members’ second private view.

The fifty-fourth Annual Exhibition of the 
Ontario Society of Artists 

Though a shadow was cast over its 
opening, by the death of Mr. Robert 
F. Gagen, who for thirty-seven years 
was the Secretary of the Ontario 
Society of Artists, the Exhibition was 
most successful; the paintings showing 
to advantage in the spacious new 
galleries. 

ABRIL 


In April five simultaneous Exhibi- 
tions provided instruction and enter- 
tainment of a varied nature. The 
Graphic Art Society, the Toronto 
Camera Club and the newly-formed 
Water Colour Society occupied the 
South and West Galleries, the Print 
Room and the Fudger Galleries; while 
the West rooms were given over to 
the Gagen Memorial Exhibition, and 
an interesting group of Turner drawings 
and water colours, lent by a New York 
collector. 


MAY 


Modern Art had its turn in May, 
when the Group of Seven filled three- 
quarters of the Gallery with their 
bright colours and provocative patterns. 
Concurrently with this, a room of 


French-Canadian art—paintings, sculp- 
ture and woven goods—brought us 
into touch with the sister Province of 


Quebec. 
JUNES |OLYSANDEAUGUS a 


As usual, the summer months saw 
the Gallery’s fine Permanent Collection 
once more in place, with the addition, 
in August, of a room of Canadian 
painting. A collection of the work 
of Aristide Maillol, the famous French 
sculptor, was shown during July and 
August; while a group of French, 
German and Flemish wood carvings 
of the 14th, 15th and 16th centuries 
lent by the Royal Ontario Museum 
from June until the end of October. 


SEPTEMBER 


In September the summer season 
closed with an all-Canadian month, 
eight artists, Clarence Gagnon, A. Y. 
Jackson, J. E. H. Macdonald, Lawren 
Harris,” Laura Muntz) Lyall; AmaH: 
Robinson, Mary E. Wrinch and Curtis 
Williamson providing a varied and most 
interesting show. In addition to this, 
forty-five sketches by that pioneer of 
modern Canadian landscape painting, 
Tom Thomson, were lent by three 
Toronto collectors. 


OCTOBER 


The winter season opened in Oc- 
tober with an Exhibition that at- 
tracted great interest. Canada is 
fortunate in possessing a very fine and 
complete pictorial record of her part in 
the Great War. About two hundred 
and fifty paintings by eminent Canadian 
and British artists are in the care of 
the National Gallery of Canada at 
Ottawa, but at present are not shown, 
owing to lack of space. 


The Toronto Gallery was entirely 
given over to the War Memorials for the 
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month of October, and 21,956 people 
attended. All the various military 
units of the city, with their friends, 
were apportioned special evenings. 
Many of these regiments were accom- 
panied by their bands which furnished 
music during the evening. The Muni- 
cipal Chapter of the Daughters of the 
Empire had an evening, and one after- 
noon the men from Christie St. Hospital 
were invited while groups of children 
were brought by their teachers from 
15 schools. 


NOVEMBER 


In the first half of November, there 
was on view an Exhibition of ancient 
Chinese art—paintings and sculpture. 
This collection was lent by the 
Trustees of the Royal Ontario Museum 
from its famous collection, and created 
great interest. 


FUTURE EXHIBITIONS 


Plans for the coming season are in 
full swing. The Royal Canadian 
Academy, whose Annual Exhibitions 
are held in Montreal, Ottawa and 
Toronto in rotation, is to occupy the 
greater part of the Gallery from Novem- 
ber 19th until the New Year, and an 
interesting exhibit is assured. 


In February the Toronto Chapter 
of the Ontario Association of Archi- 
tects is to hold an Exhibition of 
drawings and photographs, architec- 
tural models, etc. As the Annual 
Convention of the Royal Architectural 
Institute of Canada will be held in 
Toronto at the same time, this event 
will be of unusual interest. 


Ten lectures have been given so 
far, dealing with the various phases 
of Art, and a series of six is to be 
given by Mr. Stewart Dick, on Italian 
Art, during the latter part of Novem- 
ber. The first three on the list were 
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delivered during the Inaugural Exhi- 
bition, with special reference to the 
pictureson view.

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The Gallery Visitors 


No institution ina city makes as wide 
an appeal to visitors as an Art Gallery, 
because painting is the one univer- 
sal international language. The record 
of the visitors to the Art Gallery of To- 
ronto testifies to that fact. Theattend- 
ance at the Gallery between January, 
1926, and October 31st, 1926, reached a 
total of 196,637, as compared to 
40,596 during the same interval in 
1925. 


An analysis of the visiting book up 
to October 15th of the present year 
indicates that the picture lovers have 
come from all parts of the world. 
People from 248 Canadian cities, towns 
and villages have inspected the pictures. 
They are divided among the nine 
Provinces as follows :— 


Prince Edward Island, New Bruns- 
wick, Nova Scotia, Quebec, Ontario, 
Manitoba, Saskatchewan, Alberta. 
British Columbia. 


Fourteen different parts of the British 
Empire have been represented, namely: 
Australia, New Zealand, South Africa, 
Newfoundland, Malta, Ceylon, Hong 
Kong, Shanghai, India, the Federated 
Malay States, Bahamas, Barbados, 
Jamaica, and, of course, the British 
Isles. 


From Europe, citizens of nine 
countries have left their names. They 
represented Austria, Czecho-Slovakia, 
Denmark, France, Germany, Holland, 
Italy, Sweden and Switzerland. There 
were also four countries outside of 
Europe—Cuba, Japan, Mexico and 
Syria. 


From thirty-five states in the United 
States, there have also been visitors. 


Undoubtedly, Toronto contains no 
other meeting place of the nations 
quite like the Art Gallery, nor is the 
city’s culture appraised by visitors 
by any more established barometer 
than the quality and standard of its 
Art Gallery.

Notes from the Educational Committee 


alee Inaugural Exhibition held last 
winter clearly demonstrated to the 
council of the Gallery that it was 
necessary to form a new Committee, 
whose duties it should be to promote 
Art education. Accordingly, a Com- 
mittee was formed, whose members are 
in touch with many activities, both 
business and educational, throughout 
the city and the Province. A general 
working plan has been drawn up, 
which, though ambitious, is capable of 
being carried out either in whole, or in 
part, according to the financial ability 
of the Gallery. Eventually it is hoped 
that all the City Schools and young 


peoples’ organizations will be reached, 
in a manner that in no way will con- 
flict with present educational bodies, 
so that they will regard the Gallery 
as the natural place of aesthetic pleasure 
and education. This will require time 
and money. That there is need of such 
activity has been shown by the number 
of organizations both within and with- 
out the City, which are continually 
applying to the Committee for lectures 
and talks on Art. 


Last year this Committee organized 
five lectures in the Gallery, three of 
which were given by Mr. Stewart 
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LAURENCE BINYON 
DEPUTY KEEPER OF ORIENTAL PRINTS AND DESIGNS. 


Dick of the National Gallery, London, 
England; and two by Mr. Marius 
Barbeau of the Victoria Memorial 
Museum, Ottawa. That these lectures 
were appreciated was shown by an 
attendance of over fifteen hundred; 
as well as by many expressions of 
pleasure and enjoyment. 


The Committee was fortunate in 
securing Mr. C. T. Currelly to give 
two lectures on Chinese Art during 
the period of the Chinese Exhibition— 
one on the paintings and the other on 
the sculptures. Needless to say these 
talks were full of interest and ex- 
tremely important, especially as they 
were based on the collection then on 
the walls, which Mr. Currelly had so 
well selected, and which were so care- 
fully arranged by Miss Haines, and other 
members of the Staff of the Museum. 
During the period of the exhibit, 
Toronto had the privilege of hearing 
Mr. Laurence Binyon, of the British 
Museum, deliver two lectures on 
Chinese Art, one of these in the Art 
Gallery, which commanded wide-spread 
attention. Mr. Binyon is justly re- 
garded as one of the greatest living 
authorities on Chinese Art. 


The Committee has again arranged 
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with Mr. Stewart Dick to give a series 
of lectures in the Gallery during the 
latter part of November. This series 
will consist of six lectures on the His- 
tory and Development of Italian Art. 


Since the Committee was formed 
it has, by personal visits and corres- 
pondence, been in touch with leading 
Galleries both on this continent and in 
Europe. As a result, it feels that 
though the amount of work to be done 
is great, yet by patient and persistent 
work, much can be accomplished for 
the benefit of the Members of the 
Gallery and the public of Toronto. 


In conformity with work being done 


in other Galleries comparable in size 
with our own, anything which unifies 
the Arts, provided it does not conflict 
with other organizations, should be 
fostered by the Gallery if it is going 
to maintain and increase its prestige, 
and consolidate its position in the 
City and Province. That music has 
its place in Gallery activities has been 
well proven by the experience of the 
Metropolitan Museum, New York, and 
other cities. The presentation of 
period masques can be made both in- 
structive and beautiful, as was so well 
demonstrated by the Ontario College 
of Art last spring. 


During the Inaugural Exhibition, 
more than thirty thousand school 
children visited the Gallery, and a 
service of instruction and information 
was provided by artists and laymen, 
both from the Ontario College of Art 
and from the staff of the Board of 
Education. In addition, numerous 
private schools, girls’ and women’s 
clubs, important institutions such as 
the Rotary, Kiwanis, Canadian Clubs, 
etc., were given the opportunity of 
visiting the Gallery and seeing this 
remarkable collection. 


The increase of public interest has 
been well maintained, and the Gallery

is passing into a broader field of public 
service. 


The Committee would like to have 
a proper auditorium in which lectures 
and other Gallery activities could be 
held without conflicting with the 
Gallery rooms. If this were granted 
they feel that many activities which 
under present conditions can only be 
carried out with difficulty, could 
function, and would do much towards 
placing the Gallery in a still firmer 
position. 


At the present time the Committee 
are collecting reproductions of im- 
portant works of Art to place in the 
library for the use of members and others 
interested. It is hoped that the school 
children of the city and the teachers 
will thus be given an opportunity of 
seeing those things which to many 
would otherwise not be possible. It is 
hoped that Saturday morning talks can 
be organized at the Gallery, especially 
for the children of members. For mem- 
bers, such talks are being arranged, 
and will be announced at a later date. 


It is earnestly hoped that all mem- 
bers will encourage, by their presence, 
the work of the Committee, whose sole 
aim is to make the Art Gallery of 
Toronto a great institution, serving a 
definite and entirely worthy purpose of 
creating an interest in Art and Beauty. 


“Art has been a most important 
force in the development of every 
great civilization,’ and the service 
rendered by the Art Gallery of Toronto 
to its members and friends should, 
and will, be a force of inestimable 
value to the people of Toronto, if 
properly and adequately supported by 
its public-spirited citizens.

The flower-beds and lawns on the 
Dundas Street side of the Gallery 
have been kept in beautiful condition 
this season, under the supervision of 
the City Parks Commissioner.

WORK AMONG THE CHILDREN 


During the past summer there was 
a falling off in the work among the 
children, but this was due to the fact 
that the Board of Education made no 
arrangements with the Playground 
Supervisor to make use of the Child- 
rens Room in the Grange House. 


Twice a week, groups of children — 


were brought in by the University of 
Toronto Settlement House workers. 
In the holiday season of 1925 the 
children’s pictures on view in the 
Grange, were seen by 4,085 children, 
as against 584 in 1926. However, 
arrangements are to be made in 1927 
to carry on this interesting phase of 
the work on a larger scale.

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COMMENTS ON THE PRESENT FINANCIAL CONDITION 


The special subscriptions to the building fund have been sufficient to cover the 
cost of the recent addition to the Galleries. 


The total cost of this construction amounted to the sum of $271,227.40, and we 
are pleased to announce that the final cost was within the estimates. 


We regret, however, to be obliged to draw your attention to the fact that due 
to lack of sufficient revenue from members’ fees, and from the annual grant from the 
City of Toronto, the Gallery is at present operating at an annual loss. The operating 
revenue and cost for year ending March 31st, 1926, was:—

While the larger portion of the membership fees are received during the six 
months from October Ist to March 31st, the expenses during this period for exhibi- 
tions, lectures, etc., are also considerably heavier. 


It is very evident from the above figures that further support in the way of 
revenue is necessary if the splendid educational work carried on during 1926 is to 
be continued on the same scale. 


The Gallery, unfortunately, is not in the position of those of St. Louis and 
Detroit, where the Art Galleries are looked upon as an essential feature in the 
community, and are supported from the general taxes collected by the City of 
annual sums in excess of $250,000. 

The visitors to the Gallery during this year will total over 200,000, and your 
Council are encouraged thereby to believe that a wide and appreciative interest 
is taken in the activities of the Gallery. 

If each member would assist in increasing the annual revenue by securing at 
least two new members, the Gallery would soon be on a self-sustaining basis and 
could with assurance of support plan its programmes of lectures and exhibitions.
